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New  students  quickly 
discover  that  Rock  Island  High 
School  is  a  very  large  building 
with  a  diverse  and  lively 
student  body  The  school  is 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  area, 
originally  built  on  farmland, 
and  has  thrived  through  some 
of  the  hardest  points  in 
American  history,  such  as  the 
Depression  and  World  War  II. 
Since  the  original 
construction  of  the  school, 
many  additions  to  the  building 
have  been  made  (the  Field 
House  in  1 959  and  the  Band 
Room  in  1967),  making 
Rocky  one  of  the  most  unique 
schools  in  Illinois. 

In  the  daily  life  of  a 
student  here  at  the  Rock, 
many  features  of  the  school 
are  utilized  and  enjoyed.  The 
Concourse,  for  example,  that 
connects  both  ends  of  the 
buildings  on  first  and  second 
floor,  is  a  great  help  to 
students  who  need  to  hurry  to 
a  class  on  the  farthest  end  of 
the  building  without  being 
late.  'I  use  the  Concourse  at 
least  three  times  a  day,"  Ben 
Payne  explains.  "I  think  the 
Concourse  is  the  school’s  key 
architectural  feature.  It 
provides  faster  access  to  all 
classes." 

Other  popular  places 
include  the  cafeteria,  where 
students  can  enjoy  their 
meals  while  they  chat  with 
friends,  the  greenhouse, 
which  is  cared  for  primarily  by 
students,  and  the  fitness 
center.  There  is  also  the 
massive  new  stadium,  which 
was  renovated  recently.  "I 
love  the  stadium,"  Colton 
Boyd  states.  "The  surface  is 
always  dry.  even  in  the  rainy 
seasons."  His  is  one  of  the 
many  voices  that  praise  the 
beautiful  Rock  Island  stadium, 
which  underwent  renovation 
in  the  summer  of  2008. 

The  school  is  definitely 
enhanced  in  character  and 
appeal  by  the  many  unique 
and  special  spots  that  it 
contains.  The  students  here 
are  given  a  chance  to 
congregate  at  these  and 
make  new  friends  every  single 
school  day. 


Freshmen.  Sophomores.  Juniors, 
and  Seniors  use  the  Concourse  to 
cross  from  one  side  of  the  building 
to  the  other.  "The  Concourse 
definitely  makes  our  school  unique." 
Victoria  Heimann  explains.  "I’ve 
never  been  inside  another  school 
with  one."  The  Concourse  is 
between  the  first  and  second  floor, 
and  is  teeming  with  students  after 
every  period. 


The  cafeteria  is  one  of  the  largest 
rooms  in  the  school,  and  houses 
hundreds  of  students  for  A.B.  and  C 
lunch.  "The  cafeteria  does  a  good 
job  keeping  the  lines  moving,  even 
with  the  large  number  of  students." 
states  Samantha  Williams.  The 
cafeteria  provides  the  students  with 
a  break  from  class  for  them  to  eat 
and  socialize. 


Rock  Island  has  one  of  the 
nicest  stadiums  in  the  entire 
state  of  Illinois.

With  1599  students  at  the  school,  it  can  be  difficult  to  navigate  the  halls.

Business  Internship  at  Rocky 

Every  student  would  say  that  going  to  school  is  a  job  within  itself,  and  many  students  wish  they  could  be 
paid  to  go.  That  will  probably  never  happen,  but  wouldn't  it  be  great  to  have  a  job  where  you  could  not  only 
get  paid,  but  also  earn  school  credits?  Business  Internship  at  Rocky  gives  students  that  chance.  The  program 
is  a  way  for  students  to  work  and  earn  way  more  than  money. 

Business  Internship  is  an  organization  where  students  can  learn  the  ropes  of  having  a  job  and  balancing 
school  in  the  real  world.  "You  need  to  be  a  junior  or  a  senior  to  join,  and  must  have  your  own  job  before 
joining  the  class."  Mrs.  Quinlin  said.  "This  class  teaches  students  about  responsibility  and  hard  work.  The  skills 
the  students  learn  are  good  attendance,  promptness,  cooperation,  and  dependability;  which  are  key  roles  to 
having  a  job  and  schooling."  Mrs.  Quinlin  explained. 

Working  isn't  the  only  task  that  the  students  are  expected  to  accomplish.  They  also  participate  in  many 
activities.  "Some  of  the  activities  include  tax  preparation,  check  writing  and  reconciliation,  resume  writing, 
interview  practicing,  and  much  more,"  Quinlin  explained.  The  whole  purpose  of  Business  Internship  isn't  only 
to  help  kids  learn  how  to  be  an  adult,  or  how  to  keep  a  job.  but  it  also  teaches  students  responsibility.  "Many 
students  move  on  to  college  or  other  jobs,  but  with  this  class,  they  have  a  good  start  on  establishing  a  good 
work  record  along  with  experience  on  their  resumes,"  Mrs.  Quinlin  said. 

Business  Internship  is  a  way  for  students  to  not  only  work,  but  earn  school  credits.  The  students  learn 
how  to  keep  a  job  and  become  good  workers.  It  teaches  them  responsibility,  and  gives  them  an  insight  on 
how  life  out  in  the  real  world  will  be  like  for  them.  It  is  a  great  learning  experience  and  leaves  the  students 
with  a  little  more  insight  on  their  futures.

Performance 

From  high  notes  to  low  notes,  and  all  voices,  ranging  from  a  bass  to  a  soprano,  Rocky's  Choirs 
have  it  all.  Choir  is  all  about  rhythm  and  melody,  and  the  Concert  and  Symphonic  Choirs'  hard  work  and 
practice  have  made  them  masters  of  both.  When  starting  choir,  most  students  begin  in  Concert  Choir, 
and  later,  work  their  way  up  to  Symphonic  Choir. 

Mr.  Voigt,  the  choir  director,  explains  that  Concert  Choir  is  key  for  students  who  start  off  singing  at 
the  high  school  for  the  first  time.  "I  say  the  biggest  differences  between  Concert  and  Symphonic,  is  that 
Concert  is  where  students  start  really  learning  how  to  sing,  while  kids  in  Symphonic  have  more 
experience  with  everything,"  Mr.  Voigt  explains.  Concert  Choir  is  where  students  learn  about  singing 
and  music.  "They  learn  how  to  read  music,  take  notes,  and  learn  how,  not  only  to  sing  solo,  but  as  a 
group,"  Voigt  explains.  Learning  to  sing  isn't  easy.  It  takes  a  lot  of  work  and  determination  to  make  sure 
the  music  and  concerts  are  well  done.  "In  Concert  Choir,  getting  the  students'  voices  to  mesh  well 
together  is  a  struggle,  but  once  done,  the  sound  is  excellent,"  Mr.  Voigt  says.  Mr.  Voigt  explains  that 
preparing  the  Symphonic  Choir  for  concerts  is  different  because  "the  Symphonic  students  have  a  pretty 
good  feeling  of  how  their  voices  work  with  others."  Every  year,  a  new  group  of  students  joins  Concert 
and  Symphonic,  bringing  new  personalities  to  each  group.  "Many  new  students  come  in,  but  also,  we 
have  some  students  from  the  previous  year.  I  can  honestly  say  each  group  is  just  as  fun,  and  has  their 
own  unique  personalities,"  Voigt  says.  "I  feel  that  by  the  end  of  each  year,  the  students  leave  with  a 
better  understanding  of  music,  and  also  end  up  loving  music  they  didn't  before." 

Concert  Choir  is  where  the  voices  of  the  students  begin  to  be  heard,  and  Symphonic  is  where  their 
voices  begin  to  blossom.  Choir  requires  learning,  hard  work  and  dedication.  It's  about  enhancing  the 
students'  skills  as  singers,  or  even  helping  them  to  break  out  into  singing  for  the  first  time.  Choir  is  a  way 
for  students  to  find  themselves  and  experience  new  music,  and  most  importantly,  let  their  riveting 
voices  be  heard.

Getting  the  audition  sheet  of  music  in  early  May  for  hopeful  Chamber  singers  is  a  very  exciting 
and  anxious  time.  All  people  auditioning  must  write  a  paper  describing  why  they  would  be  a  great 
addition  to  the  top  choir.  When  you  step  inside  the  room  to  audition,  you  are  faced  by  the  one.  the  only. 
Mr.Voigt.  He  tells  you  to  begin  whenever  you  are  ready.  After  the  audition,  most  usually  say  that  it  was 
a  piece  of  cake,  while  others  are  glad  to  be  out  of  there  alive.  “Walking  in  the  room,  you’re  pretty 
nervous,  but  once  the  song  begins,  it's  like  first  nature."  says  Erica  Bussey.  It's  a  grueling  process,  and 
Mr.Voigt  only  chooses  16-20  students  who  he  thinks  can  handle  the  tough  season  ahead. 

The  Chamber  Singers  start  the  school  year  off  with  learning  their  music,  theory,  and  scales  for  the 
fall  portion  of  the  year.  Jasmine  Kitterman  says  that  her  favorite  part  of  being  in  Chamber  is  "the 
freedom  to  move  around  the  room  and  not  be  stuck  in  desks  the  whole  hour."  Michael  Phillips  explains 
the  group's  progress,  stating.  "The  songs  sound  really  jumbled  and  unpracticed  when  we  first  get  them, 
but  by  the  end  of  the  quarter,  the  songs  sound  amazing."  Soon  after  fall,  the  hardest  season  of  them  all 
approaches-  Chamber  Christmas. 

During  the  Holiday  season,  the  RIHS  Chamber  Singers  travel  to  multiple  locations  to  bring  holiday 
cheer  to  everyone.

"I  empower  by  giving 
students  an  opportunity  to  think  about  and  reflect  on  their  actions.'  explains 
Senior  Dean,  Mr.  Veasey.  At  Rock  Island  High  School,  empowering  a  student  is 
so  much  more  than  holding  authority  over  the  students,  it's  helping  students 
create  a  better  future  and  path  to  success. 

Rock  Island  is  known  for  having  pride,  and  that  pride  doesn't  just  thrive  in 
our  students.  Mrs.  Diaz,  for  example,  has  worked  in  Rocky's  kitchen  for  three 
years  and  she  wears  just  as  much  red  and  gold  and  takes  time  to  go  to  extra¬ 
curricular  activities.

Hayek-ing  "through  Africza 

There  are  two  different  kinds  of  travelers;  the  temporary  sight  seers  and  the  inquisitive  couch  surfers.  Although  many  of  us  are 
fulfilled  with  the  annual  trip  to  the  Grand  Canyon,  there  are  some  of  us  who  feel  the  need  to  dig  in  a  little  deeper  and  explore  what  the 
world  really  has  to  offer.  For  Mrs.  Hayek,  reading  and  hearing  about  the  different  cultures  our  world  provides  wasn't  enough.  "I  didn't 
want  to  just  keep  reading,  she  explains.  I  wanted  to  actually  go  out  there  and  experience  different  cultures  and  learn  to  appreciate 
America  more." 

The  Peace  Corps,  a  voluntary  American  program  that  allows  generous  people  to  help  those  in  need,  was  exactly  what  Hayek 
needed.  After  three  short  months  of  applying,  she  was  accepted  into  the  Peace  Corps  and  put  through  intense  training  of  learning  the 
language  of  Seteswana,  all  in  order  to  be  rightfully  placed  in  Botswana,  Africa  in  1 989. 

Hayek  taught  English  in  Africa,  just  as  she  does  today,  but  says  the  differences  are  vast.  For  one  full  year,  she  taught  without 
electricity,  leaving  her  to  grade  papers  at  night  with  oil  lamps.  "It  just  showed  how  careful  I  needed  to  be  with  my  time,"  Hayek 

explains.  With  no  electricity,  this  left  Hayek  with  no  fridge,  nor  washer  or  dryer.  She  would  have  to  hand  wash 
her  clothes  daily  and  store  away  dry  goods.  In  order  to  get  used  to  this  daily  routine,  she  says  it  took  "one  day 
at  a  time." 

While  Africa  today  is  considered  one  of  the  most  dangerous  places  to  go,  Hayek  felt  no  danger  from  the 
villagers  at  all.  In  fact,  the  only  time  she  felt  insecure  was  when  she  was  in  a  car  with  a  driver  who  had  lost 
complete  control  and  had  landed  parallel  next  to  the  highway,  leaving  Hayek  with  an  arm  she  was  unable  to  lift 
temporarily.  "Here  I  am.  a  middle  aged  woman  and  I  still  have  not  told  my  mother  that  story,"  Hayek  says. 

It  was  so  hard  on  my  family  for  me  to  leave,"  she  explains.  After  three  long  years  of  writing  weekly  letters  "it 
just  wasn't  the  same  as  hearing  their  voices." 

All  in  all.  it  was  "an  opportunity  and  experience  of  a  lifetime."  Hayek  doesn't  suggest  Peace  Corps  to 
everyone,  only  to  those  who  are  passionate  for  it  and  are  willing  to  accept  different  customs.  To  those  who  fit  this  criteria,  she  advises 
to  "be  patient,  be  willing  to  learn  a  different  way  of  life,  learn  to  do  with  little,  think  outside  of  the  box.  and  have  fun."
